Declares Latin America Has Never 
Assisted Mexico, and in Point of 
Commerce United States Is His 
Country's Best Customer and 
Shoull Be Cultivated.

CITY OF MEXICO, Feb. 4.—[{Ex- 


clusive Dispatch.] An interview with 
President Madero, published in the 
Daily Mexicano of this city, i@ caus- 
ing much momment. He is quoted as 
follows: 


“The Latin-American nations did 


not come to our assistance when Bar- 
radas invated Mexico in 1828, when 
France sent her troops into Mexico in 


1838 and 1862, and when the United 
States sent her army to Mexico City 


in 1847. The United States is a na- 


tural market for Mexican products 


and the Latin countries are not. We 
require manufactured articles and we 


cannot purchase them from Latin- 


America, but from the United States. 


And yet my government is seriously 


considering the possibility of growing 
Argentine wheat, and, if the idea is 


fagnd to be feasible, we will import 


such wheat and use it. 


“In my vpinion Mexico's peace and 


prosperity depend upon a continuance 
of friendly relations with the Untted 
States. We may as well acknowledge 
the fact right here—Latin-America 
could abd would not be of any serv- 
ice to Mexico in the event of a war 


between my country and any other. 
“I do not believe in alliances be- 


tween Mexico and the other Latin- 
American countries. I do believe in 
maintaining the ties of friendship and 


blood to the test extent, but al- 
liances with them will not profit us 
one whit.”

FUNERAL HALTS 
THE TONG WAR. 


Wealthy Chinese at San 
Francisco’ Buried. 


Police Expect Hostilities to 
Resume at Any Time. 


Rumors of an Appeal to Have 
Gun Men Deported. 


{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIME?) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 4.-—The 
funeral of Wong Yue, millionaire, 
head of the powerful Wong family, in- 
terrupted »ostilities between the war- 
Ting gun men of the tongs in the 
local Chinese. quarter today. 

Wong's funeral procession, headed 
by an automobile hearse, was three 
miles long. The services were held 
at the Chinese Presbyterian Church. 
One of the pallbearers was Thomas 
Kenealey, Wong's bodyguard, who had 
attended him day and night for many 
years. The body was placed in a 
vault, where it will remain until his 


son, Henry, reaches the age of 21, oe 


when he will take it to China for 
burial. 

Wong was 52 years old, and had 
been in this country sincg he was 7 
years old. His first money Was made in 
farming in South Dakota. Later he 
came to the Coast and forced his way 
into various gambling privileges. He 
became increasingly powerful and in 
his later years, through his influence 
in many tongs, was able to keep his 
gambling-hovess open at times when 
others were forced to close through 
fear of raids by gun men. He was a 
stockholder in the Sal Gai Yat Po, 
(Daily World.) His death was caused 
by tubercalosis of the bone, and three 
of his ribs, which had been re- 
moved in operation, six months 
ago, were ced in the casket’ to-

It was rumored tonight that at a 
secret meeting of wealthy merchants, 
it had been resolved to appeal to the 
Federal government to arrange with 
the Chinese republic for the deporta- 
tion of all gun men.

The merchants lose 
money, and the only ones to profit 
are the fighting men, who reeive 
$200 each for each attack made, with 
an additional $200 if they succeed 
in killing their man.

Kansas Prisoner Confesses to 
Dynamite Conspiracy. 
Clears Up Mystery of Affair 
at Leavenworth. 

Man He Wanted to Help Re- 
ceived no Signal.

LEAVENWORTH (Kan.) Feb. 4.— 
Robert Baughman, a convict in the 
State Penitentiary in Lansing, has 
confessed to W. H. Mackey, Deputy 
Warden of the Federal Prison here, 
that he and his brother, James, se- 
creted the four sticks of dynamite and 
twelve revolvers discovered by a 
guard, December 1, inside the prison. 
Baughman made this admission near- 
ly a month ago, but_Mr. Mackey did 


According to Mackey, Baughman 
told him he “turned the trick” to aid 
a negro convict serving a life sen- 
tence for murder. Mr. Mackey re- 
fuses to give the negro’s name until 
he learns from him what other con- 
victs were to join him in the planned 
outbreak. This the negro stoutly de- 
clines to tell. The agreement between 
him and the Baughmans was effected, 
he said, when the brothers were serv- 
ing three year sentences in the Fed- 
eral Penitentiary for postoffice rob- 
beries. 

The Baughmans got the revolvers 
from a second-hand store and stole 
the explosive from a Kansas City, Mo., 
construction company, by which they 
were employed. They placed the 
weapons and dynamite in a short piece 
of stovepipe. Then they broke open 
the outside door of a tower and Rob- 
ert lowered the pipe inside the wall 
on the night of November 29. Their 
signal to the negro, a magazine sent 
by mall, miscarried, and he did not 
know they had carried out their part 
of the plan until after the arms had 
been found. 

The dynamite was found in the 
yard of the prison, December 1, by a 
guard, who immediately reported the 
matter to the prison authorities. That 
a general break for liberty was 
planned by a large number of con- 
victs was the belief of the prison 
officers.

FAVOR THE BOND IssvUzE. 


Committee Appointed at Venice 

Makes Favorable Report on the 

VENICE, Feb. 4.—A mass meeting 
of the patrons and taxpayers of the 
Venice school district was held last 
night, when the report of an investi- 
gating committee that had been ap- 
pointed at a previous meeting was 
accepted. 

The duties of this committee were 
to inquire into the merits of the re- 
quest of the Board of School Trus- 
tees for the calling of a bond election 
to raise funds with which to equip 
the district in order to properly care 
for the increasing enrollment. The 
general committee resolved itself into 
subcommittees to deal with the sev- 
eral sections of the district. 

The final report was unanimously 
in favor of an issue aggregating $60,- 
000, distributed as follows: $20,000 
for the enlargement of the present 
Washington school and the addition 
to the site of several adjacent lots;

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—[ lu- 
sive Dispatch.}] Guayaquil, the 
hole of the Pacific’’—the clearing- 
house of the Western Hemisphere for 
cholera, yellow fever, smallpox and 
the bubonic plague—is to be cleansed. 
Uncle Sam has decided to force its 


sanitation and if the end sought can- | 


not be acomplished by courteous 
diplomatic means, the star spangled 
avuncular personage will drop in on 
Ecuador and do the job in his own 
thorough way. 

Comparatively little is understood 
by the public regarding the almost un- 
speakable conditions in Guayaquil, 
which if not changed before ae ye 
ing of the Panama Canal, will ome 
a Tearful menace to the health of the 
whole world. Dispatches received by 
the Navy Department yesterday re- 
ported another yellow fever epidemic 
imminent there, several sailors of the 
American gunboat Yorktown being 
afflicted with the disease. This report, 
following the death recently of Com- 
mander Bartollette of the Yorktown, 
has aroused the United States to the 
necessity of decistive action in the im- 
mediate future.

Result of a Straw Vote in the 
Sacramento Valley. 
Data from Counties of In- 
surgent Congressmen. 


Wilson Has the Call of the 
Democratic V oters. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 4.—[{Exclv- 
sive Dispatch. President Taft is 
a strong favorite for renomina- 
tion in this section of the State, ac- 
cording to the results of the straw 
ballot taken by the Sacramento Union 
in sixteen counties north and east of 
‘Sacramento. All these counties are 
‘In the Congressional districts of Rep- 
resentatives Kent and Raker, who are 
opposed to the President. 

Five hundred cards with return 
were sent out to 500 registered Re- 
Publican voters, chosen at random, 
from the official printed poll lists. 
More than half responded the result 
being Taft, 128; Roosevelt, 79: La 
Follette, 49. 


Not a single vote was sent in for 
any candidate except Taft, Roose- 
velt and La Follette. Cummings was 
not mentioned. 

Mr. Taft has exactly as many votes. 
128; as Roosevelt and La Follette com- 
bined. Roosevelt is more popular 
than the Wisconsin man. 

The one conclusion from the poll ts 
that Mr. Taft ought to carry the State 
easily.

The rule of averages and percent- 
ages has been exemplified strikingly 
in the receipt of these replies. From 
the first day the Wilson and Clark 
cards arrived in the Union office in 
about equal numbers.

If ten Clark cards came in. there 
would be ten or eleven Wilsok cards. 
If there were a dozen Wilson cards 
in the mail, there weuld be about 
the same number of Clark cards.

FOUNDER OF BORROWED TIME 
CLUB FORMS NEW: ONE. 


_. Organization of Men Past the 
Bible's Allotted Three Score and 
Tem to Have New Branch Here,

Founder of the “Borrowed Ti 
Club" of Oak Park, a suburb of Chi. 
Philander W. Barclay is in Los 
Angeles. His idea tn starting the club, 
which was to bring a little more 
radiance into the life of men past 
three score years and ten, was an in- 
novation and has been copied in many 
places. 

Barclay is living with his sister at the 
Pierce Apartments for a few weeks 
and already he has stirred up suffi-

He is not, 
himself, an old man, but a young one 
who took his tip from the conversa- 
tions of old men around the stoves 
of the grocery stores, in the little 
shops and wherever they congregated.

Apostle of Labrador Brings 
Message of the North.

Famous Missionary. 


Branch of His Association to 
Be Formed Here. 


More than 4000 _persons in three 
big meetings yesterday heard Dr. wil- 
fred T. Grenfell tell of the hardships 
and rewards of Christian missionary 
and hospital work among the fisher- 
men of the Lahorador coast. The 
founder of the Grenfell Association of 
America spoke at two meetings at 
the First Congregational Church in 
the morning, and delivered a stercop- 
ticon lecture at a monster men’s 
meeting at the First Methodist 
Church in the afternoon. 

The great enthusiasm shown here 
for the practical work done by Dr. 
Grenfell and his associates has led to 
a project for the formation here of a 
branch of the association. The only 
branch now on the Coast is at Ta- 
coma. A meeting will be held next 
week to further this purpose. 

“If you, as those who are working 
with the fishermen in Labrador, are 
willing to follow Christ, he will make 
you fishers of men,"" was the theme 
of Dr. Grenfell in his afternoon lec- 
ture. Although only part of the im- 
mense crowd which filled the main 
auditorium and Sunday-school annex 
in the First Methodist Church could 
see the fine views thrown upon the 
screen, Dr. Grenfell’s voice could be 
heard in all parts of the two rooms. 

~The “patron sajnt of the Labrador 
fishermen” began by telling of his in- 
tention, more than twenty years ago, 
to practice law in the city of London. 
While attending a meeting in' 1883 
held by Dr. D. L. Moody, he became 
converted to the cause and resolved 
to go to Labrador and use his medi- 
cine and instruments and his Bible 
alike among the fisherfolk of that 
bleak land, 
HIS OWN STORY. 

His early struggles were vividly but 
briefly told. His companions and 
charges in that wintry country were 
depieted on the screen. He showed a 
hus: catch of codfish, the “coin of the 
realm, in Labrador. The hos- 
pitals and nursing staffs maintained 
by by the Grenfell society were seen, 
as were magnificent views of ice- 
bergs, the bleak, stormswept coast of 
Labrador and Newfoundland, and the 
dogs and reindeer which were now so 
valuable to the wor 

Dr. Grenfell urged that the power 
in a surgeon's handa,can be put into 
any ordinary mams ‘ands by his 
financial help in the cause. 

“This life of ours is only of value 
as we use it,” he said. “We get the 
good out of it in proportion to the 
application of our lives to the work 
of the world. I chose the life of a 
servant and have ever, never re- 
gretted the long, hard winters or the 
working summers spent in that land. 
I love it now, and its people, and so 
should you, if you had gone where I 
have gone with them.” 

In the morning Dr. Grenfell spoke 
to an audience which entirely filled 
the main auditorium of the church 
and another in the Sunday-school 
room later. After his talks upon the 
missionary work in the northeast 
coast, he was surrounded by many 
persons who shook his hand and 
earnestiy wished him success in his 
Mfe work. 

“When I first went into that coun- 
try.”” continued the titled missionary, 
“T was well received by the merchants 
of Newfoundland. They offered to 
erect five hospital buildings if I would 
maintain them and the hospital work. 
Substantial buildings were erected, 
two in Labrador, 200 miles apart, and 
three in Newfoundland, 150 miles 
apart, all on the coast. 

METHODS OF WORK. 

“Tt was fishermen, the white fish- 
ermen, that we were after. There were 
many Indians and Esquimaux, but we 
found greater’ need of our services

OCIALIST OONTROL COSTLY. 

Socialist control of the city government 
is costing the taxpayers of Milwaukee this 
year one million dollars more than they 
ever paid before, even in the last year of 
Democratic administration preceding Social- 
ism. The normal increase for the last ten 
years has been $250,000 per annum, so So- 
clalism has cost Milwaukee $750,000 more 
this year, besides the year’s normal in- 
crease, than in the preceding administra- 
tion, severely criticised as that administra- 
tion was for lax attention to city affairs. 
The Milwaukee Socialist administration, tn 
taking office, promised many things (as did 
Harrifhan and his Socialist friends when 
secking office here.) Every “reform” of 
importance has been found either illegal 
or has been carried into effect by ordi- 
nances drawn so carelessly that they have 
been declared vold by the first court that 
passed upon them, says the Sun of New 
York. Mayor Seidel of Milwaukee, the So- 
clalist Mayor, announced under So- 
elalist contro] the city was to ruled by 
experts. He named men of prominence in 
general lines to administer public offices. 


From a government of experts, however, 


the administration has degenerated into one 
of petty party office-holders not more capa- 
ble than those who preceded them, if in- 
deed as capable. The increase in city ex- 
penditures has been caused by loading the 
public pay rolis with additional and un- 
needed employees, just as would have been 
the case in Los Angeles had Harriman and 
his Socialist hangerson got control of its 
cash box. 

Mayor Seidel’s superintendent of street 
paving, Charies A. Mullen, an eastern a® 
phalt trust employee, was forced out of his 
illegally acquired office by the State Su- 
preme Court of Wisconsin, and he has gone 
to Schenectady to work under its Socialist 
Mayor, Dr. Lum, filling a $3600 job there 
which is paid out of Schenectady money 
and properly belongs to some one of Sche- 
nectady’s citizens and taxpayers. The city 
engineer of Milwaukee is comparatively un- 
known, a Socialist who supplanted the en- 
gineer who held office for years while the 
most important engineering problems of the ‘ 
city were under consideration and comple‘ 
tion. . 
_ In place of three commissioners of public 
works, with divided duties, who were paid 
$2500 a year each, Mayor Seidel appointed 
a single commissioner at $5000 a year, se- 
lecting a man who was an instructor in the 
city trade school, an avowed Socialist, draw- 
ing a salary of only $1500 when, while not 
an expert, he was promoted to the admin- 
istratorship of all that city’s great public 
works. He has increased the pay rolis of 
his department by $20,000 a year. So MH- 
waukee is out $17,500 a year for that piece 
aft Socialist favoritism. 


HE “FELLOW-SERVANT”’ RULE. 

The United States Supreme Court has 
decided that the act of Congress fixing and 
determining the Hability of interstate corpo- 
rations for injuries to employees caused by 
the neglect of fellow-servants is constitu- 
tional. Many of the States have within the 
last few years enacted statutes making all! 
employers liable for such injuries and doing 
away with the old common-law doctrine that 
the master is not lable to his workmen for 
injuries inflicted through the negligence of 
a fellowservant. That doctrine was born 
of a condition of things that existed before 


time of its adoption the employees worked 
under one reof and were often inmates of 
the house and a part of the family of the 
employer. They had opportunity to know 
each other's ability and reliability, and if a 
man was a drunkard, or careless, or incom- 
petent, they knew the risk of working where 
his inebriety, or neglect, or incompetence 
might inflict injury upon his fellow-work- 
men.

Some American Cities Believed to 

be Addicted to Use of the Drug. 

In The Dietetic and Hygienic Ga- 
zette Dr. Israel Bram of Philadel- 
phia discusses the oplum habit, or 
drug inebriety. He draws attention 
to the fact that man i# the only ani- 
mal that will eat and drink foods and 
beverages, harmful or otherwise, to 
excess. He is of the opinion that of 
all the ie the 
most dangerous, in s0 com- 
pletely enslaves both body and mind. 
Dr. Bram points out that in Asia 
opium habitues are as numerous as 
those addicted to alcohol in America 
and Europe. The fact ts also referred 
to that Americans have been con- 
spicuous in the endeavors made re- 
cently to’ free China from the opium 
thrall. Dr. Bram states that tn the 
western States of this country the 
opium problem has been serious. It 
has been estimated recently that 18 


per cent. of twenty-five large cities 
of the United States are slaves to 
opium morphine. Women are more 


commonly the victims than men, ex- 
cept of the professional classes, for 
it is well known that physicians and 
druggists form a large percentage of 
opium habitues. Many contract the 
habit of using morphine for severe 
chronic neuralgia, insomnia and the 
like. Laziness and an idle spirit of 
irritation and adventure among the 
sensation-loving and the luxurious 
oftimes sow the seed for an indul- 
gence in narcotics, particularly mor-
